No smoking ban plans for MVC municipalities 

Opinions vary little among local politicians

Despite the City of Calgary's 
decision last week to bring its no¬ 
smoking bylaw forward to 
January 2007, municipalities in 
west central Alberta have no 
plans to impose similar bans, 
according to area mayors. 

Didsbury Mayor Dorothy Moore 
said there are no plans to bring in 
a bylaw banning smoking in pubs 
and lounges. 

“When we had our public meet¬ 
ings the town was split on 
whether we wanted to go any fur¬ 
ther," said Moore. “I think it’s a 
business decision.” 

On July 24, Calgary city council 
voted to bring the city’s so-called 
“gold standard" smoking ban in 
city restaurants, pubs, bingo 


halls, casinos and other areas up 
from the proposed implementa¬ 
tion date of Jan. 1, 2008. 

Both Red Deer and Edmonton 
already have smoking bans in all 
indoor public places, including 
bars and pubs. 

Provincial legislation allows 
municipalities to pass no smoking 
bylaws. 

In the fall of 2005, the Klein gov¬ 
ernment passed legislation ban¬ 
ning smoking in all areas accessi¬ 
ble to young people. The ban does 
not include workplaces such as 
lounges and bars. 

If residents want bars and pubs 
to be smoke-free they should 
approach facility owners, said 
Moore. 

“If there were a market for a 
non-smoking bar I think there 
probably would be one. If cus¬ 


tomers want it they should tell the 
business owners,” she said.

Sundre Deputy Mayor Annette 


Clews said Sundre town council 
has no immediate plans to look at 
the smoking ban issue. 

She said the government should 
put in a province-wide gold stan¬ 
dard ban. 

Sundre Mayor Roy Cummings 
could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. However, when Red Deer 
implemented its gold standard 
ban in June, Cummings said: “It’s 
certainly not on our radar right 
now. I would like to see it driven 
by the people of the town rather 
than by us (council). If there are 
concerned residents in the town 
of Sundre who think that there 
needs to be a change, then no 
doubt we will certainly look at 
that." 

Olds Mayor Judy Dahl said her 
council has no plans to bring in a 
gold standard ban. 


“No, not at all,” said Dahl. “We 
have no plans to resurrect it at all 
because we had the plebiscite and 
we are going to leave it be. 

“We’re going to let it sit the way 
it is right now. We’re happy and 
nobody is complaining. We are 
going to let the province take its 
course." 

Smoking is only permitted in 
Olds if the establishment posts 
signs to that effect. 

Innisfail Mayor Ken Graham 
said the municipality will be put¬ 
ting the smoking ban on the ballot 
at the Oct. 2007 municipal elec¬ 
tion. 

Asked if the province should 
impose a gold standard ban 
province-wide, he said, “1 was 
going to say no comment, but, 
yes, they should be stepping for¬ 
ward.”

“If we didn’t tiave that DAL 
facility here, those people would 
be in a long- term care facility, but 
there are a lot of benefits to living 
in a more social model.” 

For Pat Sprxmer, who has been 
a resident at Aspen Ridge for a 
year now, the assisted living pro- 
grant has made all the difference.

The CRFA hopes that the 
balance tips in towards 
more biofuel production 
and use in Canada. 

“Renewable fuels, such 
as ethanol and biodiesel, 
will lower greenhouse gas 
emissions, provide a hedge 
against fuel prices and cre¬ 
ate sustainable jobs in 
rural Canada,” said 
Teneycke. 

“We are confident that 
with continued consulta¬ 
tion and input, this Made- 
in-Canada renewable fuels 
strategy will fuel change 
across Canada.” 

Mills agrees that the 
‘roadmap’ is a step in the 
right direction. He said 
that this helps “get a foot 
in the door" for biofuels, 
but that a lot of work still 
needs to be done to limit 
carbon use. 


based fuels is a great start. 
It also helps our farmers 
through value added pro¬ 
duction.” 

Mills isn’t the only one 
who sees the benefits of 
increasing the amount of 
biofuels used. Bill 
Churchward, the general 

manager of Pennolex, a 
Red Deer based ethanol 
production and distribu¬ 
tion company, said that the 
demand for ethanol is 
increasing, especially in 
the United States where 
legislation - similar to what 
the CRFA is recommend¬ 
ing - is already in place. 

“Our business is boom¬ 
ing. In fact we are in the 
process of expanding our 
plant,” he said. 

“We are also working 
with (America based) 
Citigroup to build a (420 


acre) ethanol facility in 
New York." 

Red Deer’s Pennolex 
facility puts value in the 
phrase “value-added.” 
Their ethanol production 
uses wheat. But the plant 
also makes flour and left 
over product is turned into 
animal feed. Churchward 
said he welcomes a 
demand for ethanol and 
products (such as E 85 
fuel) that contain it. 

“Our business is very 
strong on the western 
prairies. But if demand 
goes up sharply (such as E 
85 distribution like that in 
other parts of North 
America) we couldn’t pro¬ 
duce enough to keep up,” 
he said. 

“Right now there is a 
pretty good balance in the 
market.”

industry. Every portion of 
the biofuels value chain 
has participated in this 
policy process, including 
farmers, agribusiness, fuel 
producers and con¬ 
sumers.”

Lightning lose status in ‘surprise’ move

A team which was just 
starting to make a name for 
itself in Carstairs will not lx> 
returning to the ice this com¬ 
ing season due to wt\at offi¬ 
cials are calling "political 
issues.” 

The Rocky Mountain 
Ughtning AAA Midgets 
organization announced last 
week that it would cease 
operations for the upcoming 
2006-2007 season and hope 
to be back in action the fol¬ 
lowing year. 

The Lightning just 
wrapped up its second sea¬ 
son in the Rural Alberta 
Midget Hockey League 
(RAMHL) this past spring. 

Due to Carstairs lieing t<x) 
small to carry a card for an 
AAA team, the Lightning was 
carded through the Airdrie 
Minor Hcx’key Association 
(AMHA). 

Tile association recently 
announced it would not card 
the Ughtning for the 2006- 
2007 season. 

The decision by the AMHA 
comes with confusion and a 
bit of anger for executive 
members of the Ughtning. 

"It’s a shame to see some¬ 
thing like this happen,” said 
Dave Cuming, director of 
player personnel in a news 
release. “It’s just taking an 
opportunity away from the 
kids who want to play at a 
high level. And. this comes 
from Airdrie where their 
mottiris, ‘No kids sit on the 
bench.’” 

Bob Clark of Carstairs, 
who Ls also a member of the 
executive for the Ughtning, 
says that they were given 
very little notice and had no 
choice but to apply to 
RAMHL for a one year leave 
of absence. 

“Much to our surprise - in 
fact very much to our sur¬ 
prise - they simply told us 
they wouldn’t card us for 
another year,” Clark said. 
“What they are doing is in 
fact benching 20 kids.” 

Clark says that at first 
when they heard word that 
the Ughtning was not going 
to be carded for the 2006- 
2007 season, attempts to 
meet with AMHA failed 
numerous times. 

“We repeatedly tired to 
meet with them,” explained 
Clark, who said after numer¬ 
ous weeks of phone calls 
back and forth they finally 
agreed to meet with 
Ughtning executive. 

Despite the agreement to 
meet with each other face to 
face, AMHA still wouldn’t 
budge and its answer was 
still no. 

AMHA president Murray 
Buchanan confirmed that it 
was his board’s decision not 
to card the Lightning for 
next year. 

He did, however, state that 
he was in contact with 
Cuming very early into the 
year advising him that his 
organization was not going 
to card the team for the 
upcoming 2006-2007 season 

“We (as a board) talked 
alxrut it and the board hit 
that Airdrie Minor Hockey 


was going to only card our 
own players,” he explained. 
“The team out of Carstairs 
potentially has other 
options.”

of Willie, I felt pretty darned 
accomplished, even with 
the horse at a standstill. 

But then Shelby told me 
to lean forward over Willie’s 
head.

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New pool rules aim to save lives 

Officials tout safety as key to prevent further tragedies

Olds Aquatic Centre offi¬ 
cials hope new rule 
changes at the pool will 
help educate and possibly 
prevent further tragedies 

Stuart Ray, Olds’ director 
of community services, 
said the latest changes 
were in pail a response to 
the death of Jordan Neave, 
who drowned at the pool 
May 20. 

He also said the changes 
were part of the centre’s 
review process that it does 
on a regular basis to help 
educate not just pool users 
but the parents and 
guardians of the users as 
well. 

“It’s an opportune time to 
take a look at things from a 
different perspective and 
try to address some of 
those issues," Ray said. “As 
soon as the child is old 
enough to be in the water, 
they should start to under¬ 
stand what water means 
and the fact that it can be 


dangerous. 

“It can be a lot of fun hut 
... they need to develop 
those skills at an early age 


as soon as they start going 
to the lake, the family 
swimming pool, or the pub¬ 
lic swimming pool.” 

Part of the new rule 
changes include a clause 
that parents or guardians 
need to be within arm's 
reach of their children 
under the age of nine. 

The new rules also 
riHjuire a ratio of one par¬ 
ent to three children. 

Under the updated rules, 
lifeguards can now ask 


pool users to swim a length 
under their supervision to 
see if they have the ability 
and stamina to be out in 


the deep end. 

Lifejacket fees were 
eliminated as well. 

Neave, 8, drowned even 
though there were two life¬ 
guards on duty and 44 peo¬ 
ple in the pool at the time 
of his death. 

He was there with his 
older brother and gnuidfa- 
ther, who was reportedly 
not in the pool area when 
Jordan was found by other 
swimmers. 

Ray wouldn’t say 


whether the latest changes 
would have saved the 
Carstairs hoy, but believes 
further education and 
awareness will help pre¬ 
vent potential future inci¬ 
dents. 

Although council ques¬ 
tioned Ray about the ann’s 
length rule last Monday, 
Ray said it was more about 
education and responsibili¬ 
ty than it was logistics. 

“The point is that you as 
a parent or guardian need 
to be close enough to your 
child so if they encounter a 
difficulty you are there to 
provide assistance,” Ray 
said. 

According to Ray, there 
is no easy solution to the 
implementation of rules at 
the pool. 

Initially the age limit for 
parental supervision was 
increased to 11 but then 
reduced down to nine and 
under. 

Ray said the reason for 
this was because increas¬ 
ing the age restriction was 


hard to enforce. 

“There were a lot of chil¬ 
dren who were not old 
enough or mature enough 
to understand the ramifica¬ 
tions of the rules - what 
they meant and how to 
work with them,” Ray said. 
“Eleven was too far down 
that road because there 


was some kids that we 
knew before that weren’t 
an issue." 

Neave’s mother, 

Jeanette, is also lobbying 
the provincial government 
to lower the lifeguard to 
swimmer ratio of one to 76. 

The aquatic centre’s ratio 
is currently one to 60.
